The Platform Hreolutions. 

Whebeas, The Democratic party of 
Kentucky have again assembled in con- 
vention to deliberate upon the condition 
of public affairs, and to present to the 
people Democratic candidates for State 
offices. It is eminently proper on this 
occasion that we again re affirm our 
principles, and set forth boldly and fully 
the measures calculated to develope and

There never has been a brighter pros- 
pect opened for any class of citizens than 
looms up before the citizens of the Uni- 
ted States for the coming, and probably 
many successive seasons. Three of the 
leading commercial nations of Europe, 
and a fourth — a second rate power — em- 
bracing over 200.000.000 people are en- 
gaged in mortal combat, striving, by 
every possible means, to reduce the pro- 
ducts and resources of each other, and 
render them unavailing for their own use 
or that of neighboring nations. Already 
they have shut up the interior of a con- 
tinent, that has hitherto supplied no iu- 
considerable share of the European de- 
mand for wheat and other breadstuff's. 
The immeasurably extended and fertile 
plains of Austria and Southern Russia 
are hermetically sealed against the ex- 
port of a single cargo of the staff of life, 
and they may thus remain till the close 
of the present European war. In addi- 
tion to the comprehensive hostilities that 
now prevail abroad, Austria assumes 
the attitude of M the fretful porcupine." 
She stands bristling with 300,000 sabres 
and bayonets; and on the dawn of spring 
it would not be surprising to find all Eu- 
rope marshaled on one side or the other 
ot this hostile fray. 

It is inevitable, in the withdrawal of 
the immense amount of human labor 
from the cultivation of the soil, which 
these operations insure, that every arti- 
cle of consumption must continue at 
very high prices, if they do not exceed 
the present exorbitant rates. Almost 
every eatable, flesh, grain, and veget- 
ables, are worth nearly double their av- 
erage rates; and this, too, when manu- 
factured, and other articles of necessity, 
are unusually cheap, and probably be- 
low their customary value. Thus, while 
the farmer is getting twice as much for 
his crops as he has been accustomed to, 
he is paying less for every necessary ar- 
ticle required for his consumption. 

Labor is the only exception to the ad- 
vantages the farmer has now in his 
hands, and this he may reduce to the 
most inconsiderable point by the intro- 
duction and use of the many labor-saving 
machine-, inventei and perfected within 
these late years for his especial benefit. 

He may now plow and harrow with 
vastly better implements; he may plant 
his corn and other seeds, or sow his grain, 
with the most perfect and accurate seed- 
sowers; he may cultivate his crops with 
Implements adapted to every conceiv- 
able purpose; he. may cut his grass with 
a mowing machine, and his grain with 
a reaper, and rake both with a revolving 
rake: he may thresh and winnow his 
grain and shell his corn by machiney. 
All thes* 1 , and innumerable other opera- 
tions about his farm, hejnay accomplish 
by horse or steam power, with a slight 
superintendence and aid of human in- 
tellect and labor, thus placing it in his 
power to become, in a great degree, in- 
dependent of increased wages. Let no 
man complain, then, of high-priced labor 
until he has first supplied himself with 
every labor-saving machine he can pos- 
sibly use with advantage on his farm. 

But the advantages we predict for our 
agricu'.iurists can be realized only by the 
intelligent and the industrious It you 
don't raise the crops, you will surely not 
be paid for them. Set vigorously to 
work at once and prepare your field as 
soon as the frost will permit; provide 
your manures, and if you have not 
enough already to give an ample dressing 
to all your cultivated acres, procure them 
elsewhere; ashes, plaster, guano, bone 
dust, superphosphate of lime, and what- 
ever your own experience or that of your 
neighbor indicates as best suited to your 
proposed crops, and which can be read- 
ily procured; get the best seeds and tin- 
best implements to be had; adopt the 
most judicious systems of cultivation, 
and put every idle hand you have about 
you to the plow and the active labors of 
the farm, and, our word for it, you will 
have no cause to complain of the occu- 
pation or the times for any lack of suc- 
cess you will encounter. 

Farmers of the United States! you 
have the most honorable calling that 
ever engaged a class in any nation, an- 
cient or modern; you have now an op- 
portunity of making it the most lucra- 
tive; it will be your own fault if you do 
not improve it. Do not, with the foolish 
expectation of seeing your sons or de- 
pendents succeed better elsewhere, drive 
or allow them to be drawn away to other 
more promising (but only promising) 
pursuits, mercantile, professional, or oth- 
erwise. Attach them to your own hon- 
orable calling, and let them impart to it 
whatever they can bring to its aid ot in- 
tellect and muscular vigor, and you will 
be liberally rewarded in their certain and 
abundant success.

While our Government is sending pa- 
cific instructions to our Minister in Mad- 
rid, urging forbearance and more nego- 
tiatiation upon the subject of the many 
indignities and insults our Hag has re- 
ceived from that of Spain, that nation is 
adding to the list, and piling up affront 
after affront. The last outrage was that 
of firing into and detaining the United 
States mail-steamer El Dorado, while on 
her passage from Aspinwall (\ew Gra- 
nada) to New York. The captain thus 
states the circumstances of the case;

these: The night was beautifully clear, | 
with a smooth sea and light breezes from 
the south and east. At twenty minutes 
past midnight i made Cape Antonio 
light, bearing north by west, (per com- 
pass,) steering north by west J west, and 
a few minutes afterward a ship was seen 
on our port bow, with her head to south 
and west, and courses hauled up. At 
about 1.15, when she was two points 
forward of the beam, and distant from 
half to three-quarters of a mile, without 
signal of any description, she fired a shot 
at us, which fell about twenty yards from 
the ship on port side, abreast of fore- 
rigging. 1 immediately ordered the helm 
put a starboard, and ran down toward 
her, intending to pass under her stern; 
but when within three hundred yards of 
her, she fired a second shot, which passed 
but a short distance over the port wheel- 
house from forward to aft. The engines 
having been previously slowed, I stop- 
ped them, and, ranging up under her 
stern, asked what she wished. He re- 
plied by asking what ship it was, and 
where I was from. I told him the 
United States mail-steamship El Dorado, 
from Aspinwall, bound to Havana. He 
then told me to back and wait. After 
stopping some minutes, I again hailed 
and asked him what he wanted, and to 
know if he was going to keep me there 
all night. He answered by saying he 
would send a boat alongside, which he 
did. When the officer came on board, 
he requested to see the papers. I showed 
him the clearance from the United States 
Consulate at Aspinwall, and also the 
hill of health, after reading which lie told 
me 1 could proceed so soon as the boat 
got a short distance from the ship; the 
detention of stopping being about forty- 
five minutes, besides running out of re- 
course. 

"I would further remark that during 
the whole night my signal lights were 
burning bright and clear, and that I was 
pursing my course at a distance of full v 
eight or ten miles from any land, and 
without the intention of violating the 
laws of any country.

This affair has created great indigna- 
tion at Washington, and, we treat, has 
convinced the Administration that it is 
quite time to apply those "coercive meas- 
ures" to Spain so significantly alluded 
to by Mr. Marcy in his last diplomatic 
dispatch, in order to maintain our rights. 
The Union concludes a strong ediitorial 
thus: 

"The repetition of such outrages as 
that upon the Black Warrior and the 
El Dorado satisfies us that our pacific 
relations with Spain cannot be long 
maintained, and we think this conviction 
cannot be too earnestly impressed upon 
the public mind." 

It is the universal opinion of the peo- 
ple that we have been long too "forbear- 
ing" in our submission to Spanish in- 
sults, and we have no doubt they would 
cordially sustain the Administration in 
case it should now, forthwith, resort to 
that dernier resort of nations, a "declar- 
ation of war." It must come to that, 
and the sooner the better.

Know-Xothin^i.-m — what is it 0 This 
is a question of dorp and increasing in- 
terest. Tins mysterious and formidable 
political power, as the recent elections all 
over the Union demonstrate, is making 
rapid strides towards the absolute con- 
trol of the politics of the country. Old 
political organizations are swept away 
bofore it like the grass of the prairies 
before the fires that sweep over them 
with desolating fury. And yet so silent 
and unapparent is its progress that the 
first intimation we receive of the mighty 
revolutions it accomplishes are the as- 
tounding and overwhelming victories it 
achieve- ai the polls. That it will soon 
become, if it has not already become, 
the dominant political power of the coun- 
try, is beginning to be believed even by 
its most blinded and bigoted opponents. 
Whether, therefore, its principals ntn 
good ami patriotic, or otherwise, is a 
question profoundly interesting to ail 
who are more concerned about their 
country 's good than Chi ri-c or fail of po- 
litical parties. As one of the H ntinel.- 
on the watch-towers of iiberty, whose 
duty it is to keep the people advised of 
all that concerns their interests. \vr have 
endeavored to penetrate this political 
mysterv of the day far enough to make 
some discovery of its princ iples; and as 
som" intimations of these have bepn 
disclosed, despite the scerery that en- 
phrouds Know-Xothingism, we will give 
our readers some of the rei "Its of our in- 
vestigation. 

It is generally con •<•<!<• 1 that one of 
the leading principles of Know-Xothing- 
ism is. that Americans should rule Amer- 
ica. We can see nothing objectionable 
in this. Americans are certainly better 
fitted than any other people to rule their 
own country. Reaivd under its institu- 
tions, they must necce j «arily understand 
them better than those who have not en- 
joyed the advantages of such an educa- 
tion, but who have been brought up un- 
der svstems of government entirely dif- 
ferent and fort ign. Bom upon the soil 
of America, and nurtured beneath its 
ekies. they must certainly feel an at- 
tachment for it which can never be felt 
by those who cannot say, "This is my 
own, my native land."' Both by educa- 
tion and feeling, therefore, Americans 
are the fittest rulers of America. 

It is also conceded that another prin- 
ciple of the political creed is, uncompro- 
mising opposition to the political inllu- 
ence of the Fapa! hierarchy, so long 
openly and avowedly exerted in our po- 
litical affairs, for the admitted purpo ? e 
of building up the power and influence 
of the Church of Home in this country. 
In this, also, we see aoih.ngto condemn. 
It is thoroughly American. The frame; - 
of our Constitution pronounced a per- 
petual divorce between Church and 
State; between Religion and Politics. — 
Any attempt, therefore, of any Church 
to control the political affairs of the 
country is an assault upon the Constitu- 
tion; upon one of the fundamental prin- 
ciples of our government. It should be 
met and sternly re-i-ted by every Amer- 
ican patriot. Our ;w, ■; « mt ■>■ for the Con- 
stitution and the rights of MM will ever 
prompt us sacredh i , respect the religw n 
ot the Catholic We p roo g p iai his in- 
alienable right. M we do that of every 
other human beinu r . to worship God ac- 
cording to the dictate* of his own eon- 
science. If his creed or his ritual dUfe f 
frons ours, it is an affair purely between 
him and hi- .Maker, into which it would 
be daring presumption on our part to in- 
trude. We would not insult the vener- 
able fai»h which ho has inherited from 
his fathers, nor att'-nipt to rob him of a 
single co»*olati.m which his rcli'sion af- 
fords hiia under the pressure of earthh 
sorrow, or in the trying hour of death; 
but when his Church enters the political 
arena, and grasp* at political power, 
and barters for office and place in our 
government, to such attempts we will 
oppose our most strenuous resistance. 

Another principle of Know-Xothingism 
is said to be supreme devotion to the 
Union — the merging of all considera- 
tions, and especially those connected 
with the institution of slavery, that con- 
flict v\ith its preservation — the amicable 
settlement of all difficulties that threaten 
dissolution. This is sound doctrine — the 
doctrine of Washington's farewell ad- 
dress— nV only doctrine that can save 
the Union from dissolution. If this be 
Know-Xothingism, we hope that every 
State in the Union will become thor- 
oughly indoctrinated by it, and that the 
entire American people will be rallied 
on its platform. It has long been pain- 
fully apparent that large bodies of dem- 
agogues and agitators, both Xorth and 
South, have been too willing to imperil

Treaty with iioiinni. 

A treaty between the United States 
and the King of the Xetherlands, con- 
cluded at the Hague on the 2fd of Jan- 
uary, 1&35, was ratified by the U. S. 
Senate a short time previous to its late 
adjournment. The treaty defines, at 
some length, the powers and duties of 
Consul-Generals, Consuls, and Vice-Con- 
suls of the United States, who are to be 
admitted into all the ports in the trans- 
marine possessions or colonies ot the 
Xetherlands which are open to the ves- 
sels of all nations. They are to be en- 
titled to the protection of the Govern- 
ment, and to the assistance ot the local 
authorities in the free exercise of their 
functions. They are not to be invested 
with any diplomatic character; but the 
archieves and documents relating to the 
affairs of the Consulate are to be pro- 
tected against all search, and even the 
King shall have no power to visit or 
seize them, or to examine their contents. 
Passports, delivered by Consuls or Con- 
sular agents, do not dispense with the 
necessity of the bearer providing himself 
with all the papers required by the local 
laws, in order to travel or to establish 
himself in the colonies; and the right of 
the Governor of a colony to prohibit the 
residence, or to order the departure from 
a colony, of any person to whom a pass- 
port may have been delivered, remains 
undisturbed. 

The treaty is to remain in force five 
years from the day of the exchange of 
the ratifications.
